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INTRODUCTION 

This  report  is  divided  into  two  parts.  Part  I  consists  of  an  analytical  survey 
of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  province  in  the  form  of  narrative  summaries,  sum- 
mary tables  and  charts.  Its  objectives  are  (1)  to  indicate  (in  so  far  as  can  be 
portrayed  by  vital  statistics)  the  general  trend  over  the  past  several  years,  in 
the  general  state  of  the  health  of  the  people  of  Ontario;  (2)  to  assess  the  vital 
statistics  of  1953  in  the  light  of  these  general  trends;  and  (3)  to  bring  to  light 
certain  specific  problems  in  the  field  of  public  health,  such  as  infant  and  maternal 
mortality  and  deaths  from  specific  diseases  such  as  cancer  and  tuberculosis  and 
those  resulting  from  accidental  causes.  Part  1 1  consists  of  detailed  tables  covering 
vital  statistics  for  the  year  1953.

There  was  a  definite  increase  in  live  births  in  1947  when  the  rate  was  26 
decreasing  slightly  for  the  years  1948  to  1950  and  showing  a  decided  increase 
for  the  years  1951,  1952  and  1953. 

The  stillbirth  rate,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  on  an  extremely  encouraging 
downward  trend.     In  1953  for  every  1,000  babies  born  alive,  15  were  stillborn. 

With  respect  to  illegitimacy,  Table  H  and  Chart  2  indicate  that  the  great 
majority  of  the  illegitimate  live  births  occur  to  mothers  under  25  years  of  age. 
Of  every  100  such  births  in  1953,  75  were  to  this  group  of  mothers. 

Tables  F,  G  and  H  provide  a  breakdown  of  births  by  age  of  mothers  for  the 
same  three  groups,  and  indicate  to  some  degree  the  extent  to  which  age  has 
contributed  to  the  trends  outlined  above,  while  Chart  2  provides  an  interesting 
picture  of  the  age  distribution  over  the  same  period  on  the  basis  of  five-year 
averages.

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In  1953,  for  the  first  time,  certain  detailed  information  regarding  stillbirths 
registered  in  Ontario  is  being  published  in  this  Report. 

The  data  included  in  the  following  three  tables  comprises  the  total  number 
of  stillbirths  (1,938)  registered  to  resident  mothers  of  this  Province.  This  figure 
is  somewhat  less  than  the  1,952  stillbirths  shown  in  Tables  E  and  G  in  Part  I 
and  in  Table  I  in  Part  II.  The  difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that  all  transcripts  of 
stillbirths  to  resident  mothers  outside  the  Province  were  not  available  for 
tabulation. 

Of  the  1,938  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year,  987  deaths  or  50.9  per  cent 
occurred  at  or  near  term,  while  951  deaths  or  49.1  per  cent  were  recorded  as  less 
than  37  weeks'  gestation  (Table  1(1)). 

In  Table  1(2)  there  are  shown  the  ten  major  categories  of  causes  of  stillbirth 
according  to  the  age  of  the  mother  while  in  Table  1(3)  the  same  ten  causes  of 
stillbirth  are  set  out  by  periods  of  gestation.

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Infant  Mortality 

Table  J  and  Chart  3  both  show  very  clearly  that  although  infant  and 
neonatal  mortality  rates  have  declined  during  the  past  ten  years  the  actual 
number  of  children  who  died  before  they  reached  one  year  of  age  has  increased. 
These  increases  must  be  considered  in  comparison  with  the  extensive  increase 
in  the  number  of  births  during  the  same  period.  The  neonatal  rate  for  1952  was 
20.7  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  19.1  in  1953.

Sixth  Revision  of  the  International  Lists  of  Diseases  and  Causes  of  death 

The  introduction  of  the  new  International  Statistical  Classification  in  1950  was 
accompanied  by  a  change  in  the  procedure  of  selecting  a  cause  of  death  for  tabulation 
where  multiple  causes  were  stated.  Under  the  new  selection  procedure,  the 
cause  for  tabulation  is  based  on  the  preference  expressed  by  the  physician  on 
the  medical  certificate  as  indicated  by  the  order  in  which  he  records  the  causes. 
This  method  has  replaced  the  former  procedure  of  arbitrary  selection  by  rules. 

The  effect  of  the  statistical  assignments  being  guided  by  the  physicians' 
preference  is  to  make  recorded  mortality  more  closely  reflect  clinical  opinion, 
and  the  recorded  mortality  is  lowered  for  certain  causes  and  increased  for  others. 
The  most  dramatic  illustration  of  this  is  given  by  diabetes,  the  deaths  for  1950 
being  552,  584  in  1951,  529  in  1952,  569  in  1953,  as  compared  with  1,157  in  1949. 

Noteworthy  differences  between  the  figures  for  1950-1953  and  those  for  the  pre- 
ceding ten -year  period  are  seen  for  prematurity,  diseases  of  early  infancy, 
nephritis  and  diabetes  mellitus.  In  the  Fifth  Revision  of  the  International 
List  of  Causes  of  Death,  "prematurity"  (immaturity)  was  given  a  high  priority 
in  classification.  Following  the  Sixth  Revision,  various  conditions  under  "Cer- 
tain Diseases  of  Early  Infancy"  were  sub-divided  as  to  whether  or  not  there 
was  mention  of  prematurity.  Prematurity  became  a  secondary  entity,  a  residual 
category  being  provided  when  another  cause  for  classification  was  not  recorded. 

In  the  case  of  diabetes  mellitus,  the  difference  is  due  entirely  to  the  method 
of  selecting  the  cause  of  death  to  be  tabulated.  Diabetes  mellitus  was  formerly 
given  a  high  preference  when  jointly  stated  with  other  causes;  now,  if  the 
physician  records  diabetes  as  a  contributory  condition  under  Section  II  of  the 
Medical  Certificate,  indicating  that  it  was  a  contributing  factor  but  not  the 
disease  which  initiated  the  train  of  events  leading  to  death,  the  death  is  not 
attributed  to  diabetes,  but  to  one  of  the  causes  set  out  in  Section  I. 

Terms  denoting  arteriolar  nephrosclerosis,  once  classified  under  chronic 
nephritis,  have  been  assigned  to  classifications  under  hypertensive  diseases. 
Fewer  deaths  are  therefore  now  attributed  to  nephritis,  while  the  number  of 
deaths  assigned  to  "hypertension  without  mention  of  heart  disease"  show  a 
considerable  increase.

From  Table  M,  it  will  be  noted  that  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number 
of  deaths  of  mothers  during  childbirth  has  taken  place  during  the  past  20  years 
with  the  1953  rate  being  considerably  below  the  average  of  the  last  decade. 
In  general,  the  reduction  in  the  rate  seems  to  be  apparent  in  all  age  groups.

Table  P  presents  both  male  and  female  crude  death  rates  for  each  5-year 
age-group,  based  on  the  population  as  enumerated  at  the  censuses  of  1941  and 
1951  and  as  estimated  for  the  years  1946  to  1950  and  for  .the  years  1952  and  1953. 
There  are  several  features  with  respect  to  changing  death  rates  which  are  worthy 
of  comment,  notable  among  which  is  the  remarkable  decrease  in  the  death  rate 
of  children  under  5  years  of  age  from  12.9  in  1946  to  8.5  in  1953  for  males  and 
from  10.0  in  1946  to  6.7  in  1953  for  females.  Similar  declines  are  apparent  in 
other  age-groups. 


This  latter  fact  is  clearly  protrayed  in  Chart  4  which  depicts  the  percentage 
of  deaths  occurring  in  each  age-group  of  the  population.

Table  T  (1)  shows  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  the  province 
from  1944  to  1953.  Table  T  (2)  shows  the  death  rates  per  100,000  population 
classified  by  the  age  of  the  decedents  from  1947  to  1953.  During  the  year  1953 
tuberculosis  mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Ontario,  that  of  6.4 
per  100,000  of  population.  Chart  5  illustrates  the  decided  reduction  in  mortality 
from  tuberculosis  which  has  taken  place  since  the  beginning  of  the  century. 

Table  T  (3)  in  Part  1  of  this  report  gives  details  of  deaths  and  death  rates 
for  counties  according  to  place  of  occurrence  and  place  of  residence  for  the 
year  1953.
